A tentative plan for a Teachers' 


Retirement System in Pennsylvania 
was prepared by Dr. Raymond W. 
Sies, pension expert, and submitted to 
the State Educational Association by 
Dr. J. George Becht, President of the 
Educational Council, as the basis of 
a bill which is to be introduced into 
the Legislature. 


The fund is provided for by contri- 


butions from teachers and an equal 
amount bj State appropriation.

qualifications for retirement are thir- 
ty years of service of at least eight 
months per year, and an age limit of 
sixty years.

ment fund allowed to be paid is $800, 
and the minimum 80 per cent, of the 
minimum salary.

Recently an organized attack by al 
leged Democrats has been made on 
President Wilson in an endeavor to 
defeat his renomination for the Pres- 
idency in 1916. 
Anyone who has 


watched closely the political trend In 
the last two years will have no diffi- 
culty in guessing at the source from 
which this attack originates. 


In 1904 William R. Hearst, the 


owner of the famous New York 
"Joinal," as the little newsboys call 
it, endeavored to obtain the Demo- 
cratic nomination by spending unlim- 
ited sums of money. 
William R. 


Hearst found out that he could not 
-obtain the Democratic nomination by 
"opening the bung" of his huge bar- 
rel, and furthermore that the Demo- 
cratic nomination never has been 
sold, and never will be for sale. So 
Mr. Hearst, after having found that 
he could not obtain his Democratic 
nomination with money, he then set 
out in 1908 and "bought and paid 
for" a little political party of Jhis own 
which he called the 
"Independent

So the Hearst 
papers are now busy at work en- 
deavoring to side track Mr. Wilson 
and nominate Champ Clark, who 
came very near securing the nomina- 
tion in 1812, after William R. Hearst 
had spent, it is alleged, over $2,000,- 
000 in helping to elect delegates for 
him to the Democratic Convention 
in 1912. 
The only ground that 


they are basing their campaign on, 
is the claim which they are making 
that Mr. Wilson does not wish the re- 
nomination in 1916. Mr. Wilson has 
not spoken'on this question and it is 
well known that he has never been 
governed to the slightest extent in 
his official action by a desire for a 
renomination. 
In this respect Mr. 


Wilson stands out conspicuously in a 
class by himself as he is the only one 
in the last fifty 3rears ever elected to 
the Presidency v,-ho did not immedi- 
ately proceed to work for a re-nomi- 
nation. 
President Wilson's sole ob- 


ect and efforts have been to serve 
the people of the United States and 
if they demand his renomination in 
1916, which they will undoubtedly

The Farmer's Income 


Just fiow much does the average 
farmer make? . The answer to this 
puzzling question has been 
long 


sought by agricultural experts, since 
it is the ultimate test of all systems 
of farm management." It is simple 
enough to calculate the cash, profits 
received in the course of the year, but 
these do not measure the farmer's 
success. 
The farm supplies him with 
much 
besides 
money—with 
food, 
shelter and fuel. 
For these things 
the city worker has to pay out a large 
part of his wages. They must, there- 
'ore, be included in any just estimate 
of the farmer's income. 
In other 


words, the city worker is paid entire- 
ly in cash, the farmer partly in cash, 
partly directly in the necessities of 
ife. 


To obtain fuller knowledge of the 
value of this direct contribution from 
the farm the department has recently 
concluded an investigation which in- 
cluded 438 farm families divided 
among ten States in diiferent sec- 
ions of the country. (United States 
Department of Agriculture Farmers' 
Bulletin 
635.) 
The investigators 
'ound that on these farms the cost of 
maintaining each grown person was 
on the average $176 a year.

Food was, of course, the principa' 
item. This amounted to $401.93 of 
which $330.65, or S.2.3 per cent., was 
raised in the farm. 
If it had not 


been, indeed, for such articles as tea, 
coffee, sugar, salt, and other grocer- 
ies which it was impossible to pro- 
duce at home these farms might be 
called actually self-sustaining. Of 
the 
animal 
products 
consumed— 
meat, poultry, milk, eggs, cheese, etc. 
—97.3 per cent, were home grown; 
of the fruits 98 per cent, and of the 
vegetables 96.1 per cent. 
Of the 
other articles 
consumed, however, 


and classed together as groceries, 
only 24 per cent, was raised on the 
farm. The grocery bill was therefore 
the largest item in the cash expendi- 
ture.

Cotton Market Improves 


Last week the cotton market ad- 


vanced to practically nine cents a 
pound for late deliveries. This is the 
best news that has been sort over 
the country since the war began. 
However, it is advisable for the cot- 
ton planters to continue getting loans 
on their cotton if the money is need- 


This was even more apparent in 
other sections where the farms were 
less self-sustaining than in this par- 
ticular area of North Carolina. The 
bulk of the groceries was always 
bought but the total quantity con- 
sumed depended to a great extent up- 
on the quantity of animal products 
and vegetables raised on the farm. 
Where these abounded the consumpt- 
ion of groceries diminished. From this 
it would seem that an obvious way to 
effect an important savins? in expens- 
es is to raise more vegetables and ani- 
fiial products on the farm. 
Whether 
it is better to cut down expenses in 
this way or to increase receipts by 
concentrating attention on cash crops 
is one of the great problems in farm 
management the answer to which in 
each individual case depends upon 
local conditions. 
In the past, how- 


ever, many fanners have not realized 
the existence of the alternative. The 
two other important items in the cost 
of maintenance are house rent and 
labor. Both of these it is a common 
error to overlook in estimating the 
farmer's income. 
Since the house 


usually goes with the farm and the 
labor is performed by members of 
the family, both are taken for grant- 
ed. 
This, however, is obviously un- 


fair. In the recent investigation, for 
example, the investigators found that 
$125 was a fair rental charge for the 
average farmhouse, including inter- 
est, depreciation, and repairs. 
The 


fact that the farmer does not have to 
pay out this sum is equivalent to add- 
ing $125 to his income. With labor 
it is much the same. The members 
of the family secure by their work 
comfort which they would otherwise 
have to buy; or to put it another way, 
if they did the-work for somebody 
else they would be paid. 
As it is 
they pay themselves. 


It is obvious, therefore, that what 
the farm furnishes directly in food, 
in fuel, in shelter, and in rent is an 


i important part of the farm family's 
income. 
On the other hand it must 


be remembered that the farmer has 
capital invested in his business, the 
interest on which must bo earned be- 
fore he can truly be said to be mak- 
ing money. In the proper relation 
of the three factors—interest on the

Correct Time by Wireless 


Bedford now keeps its clocks ac- 


curate by getting time by wireless 
twice daily from the Government 
wireless observatory at Washngton, 
D. C. 
This up-to-date system was 


initiated last week when J. Floyd 
Murdock has installed in his jewelry 
store in the Ridenour Block an appa- 
ratus for taking Government time 
from the wireless station on the roof 
of the building. Mr. Murdock's time 
now varies from that of absolute ac- 
curacy during the course of the day 
by the smallest fraction of a second. 


The recording instrument can now 


be seen in the v/est window of Mur- 
dock's jewelry store. It is connected 
with the receiving apparatus on the 
roof by wires, and becomes active at 
11:55 a. m., and 9:55 p. m. The 
communication is made from a Gov- 
ernment's station at Arlington, Va., 
near Washington, and conies to Bed- 
ford at the rate of 185,000 miles per 
second. ' This is traveling about 1,000 
miles per second slower than light 
travels. 


The instruments by which Bedford 


now gets Government time by wire- 
less were installed for Mr. Murdock 
by Thomas Saddington, manager of 
the P. R. R. School of Telegraphy, as- 
sisted by Clyde Amos. Mr. Amos is 
a product of the School of Teleg- 
raphy, and is now occupied in putting 
in several wireless stations for busi- j 
ness men about town. 
In speaking 


of the new instruments, Mr. Sadding- 
ton said: 


"The sending instruments installed 


in the Government station at Arlington 
are extremely powerful, and any owner 
of a wireless receiving outfit within 
their pange may get the time abso- 
lutely correct twice a day. At 11:55 
a. m. there is transmitted a series of 
dots, which are heard as short buzzes 
about .35 of a second in length. 
These come to the wireless "receivers 
about'We second apart. At 11:59% 
these signals stop, and are followed 
by a dash 1.05 seconds long, which is 
heard exactly at 12 o'clock noon. The 
same signals are used at 10 o'clock in 
the morning."

Many Chicks Fail to Hatch Because 


of Dryness—Better to Give Too 


Much Moisture. 


If In doubt as to the moisture con- 


tent of the air or if it seems to incline 
toward dryness, or if the germs are 
weak and die In the shell before 
hatching, or stick to it, while hatch- 
ing, use moisture. It is safer to give 
too much moisture than not enough. 
It has been said that the normal 
moisture of the atmosphere is, as a 
rule, sufficient for the hatching of 
eggs in incubators during the early 
part of the year, but this is not al- 
ways nor generally the case. 


The Maine experiment station says 


sthat "except possibly in a rather wet 
season this is not the case." The ex- 
perience at the station indicates that 
"in ordinary seasons if no artificial 
moisture is supplied to the incubators 
there is too great evaporation from 
the eggs. 
It is demonstrable that 


many eggs fail to hatch because of 
this dryness of the air in the incuba- 
tor. 
In the station's experience bet- 


ter hatches have been obtained when 
moisture beyond that normal in the 
atmosphere is supplied during incuba- 
tion. 


"The most satisfactory way to sup- 


ply this extra moisture in machines 
where sand trays are not an integral 
part has been found to be by sprin- 
kling the eggs with warm water twice 
a day. The water is warmed to a 
temperature of from 104 to 108 de- 
grees. The sprinkling may be done 
either with a small hand sprayer or by 
simply shaking the water on with the 
hand or with a whisk broom. This is 
done in connection with regular ma- 
nipulation of the eggs (cooling and 
turning) during the incubation. The 
application of moisture is begun as 
soon as the eggs go into the machine 
and is continued until the eighteenth 
day. 
"Since adopting this procedure a 


very considerable reduction in the 
mortality of chicks in the shell has 
been effected.'*

The trap nest here described is the 


type that was used at the interna- 
tional egg-laying contest at Storrs, 
Conn. It is very simple in operation, 
and can be made by anyone handy 
with tools, says Farm and Fireside. 


The upper figure in perspective 


shows five nests arranged side by 
side. By making the nests in a series 
considerable lumber is saved. Swing- 
Ing doors (D) are fastened to a rod 
running the entire length of the box. 
Stops (F) .prevent the doors from 
swinging outward. 
(L) is a lever 


pivoted to the partition (P) so that

one arm is about five times as long 
as the other. The lower cross-section 
sketches show how the lever and 
door are apraRged. 


To enter the nest the hen flies on to 


the walk (W) and crowds under tho 
door (D) which is partly openu In so 
doing, she lifts the door slightly, and 
the long end of the lever (L) falls, 
being heavier than the short end. The 
door swings shut passing over the 
pivot and the shorter end of the lever. 
When the door is shut the lower end 
of the lever rests on the floor of the 
Best, and the short end acts as a stop 
on tie inside, preventing another hen 
from crowding into the nest.

If the heat grows 
excessive the blood vessels in the skin 
dilate and permt the circulation of 
an extraordinary amount of blood 
near the surface. 
This permits the 


radiation of the heat from the blood 
and the corresponding cooling of the 
Jody and stimulates a more active 
combustion. , 


When the body is exposed to cold 


if the skin is properly performing its 
functions it will contract and drive 
the blood away from the skin to con- 
centrate its warmth near the vital 
organs.

THE PENNSYLVANIA 


LIVING 


FARMER'S 


Washington, D. C., January 12.— 


A survey of 43 farms in a section of 
Pennsylvania where generalv farm- 
ing is practiced has recently been 
completed by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in order to 
ascertain how much the average 
farm contributed to the family's liv- 
ing in the form of products grown 
and consumed directly' on the farm. 
There are two ways of obtaining the 
necessities of life-—raising them, one's 
self, and raising something else to 
sell for money to buy them with. 
Successful farming, say the experts, 
depends upon the proper combinatfon 
of the two methods. 


The investigators found that in the 


area studied in Pennsylvania the cost 
of board and lodging on the farm tor. 
each individual was on an average 
$157 
a year. 
This sum included 


food, fuel, oil, house rent, and house 
labor, the items being as follows: 


Food 
$75.40 


Fuel 
8.83 


Oil 
1.21 


House rent 
31.00 


House labor .' 
41.00 


Pennsylvania area, with an average 
cost of maintenance for each person 


j of $157 and 5.2 persons to a farm, In 
one way or another a revenue of ap- 
proximately $816 had to be obtained 
to meet expenses. Only a small part, 
of this took the form of cash. Of 
the labor, for example, only about 1 
per cent, was paid for, the rest being 
performed by members of the family. 
Had they done this work for some- 
body else, however, they would have 
been paid for it, and if it had been 
performed by somebody else they 
would have ha-i to pay.

Compared with the figures obtain- 


ed by similar surveys made in the 
course of the investigation of areas 
in New York, Vermont, Ohio, Wiscon- 
sin, 
Kansas, Iowa, North Carolina, 


Georgia and Texas, this is somewhat 
low, the general average for all the 
areas studied being $176. This means 
that the farm family in the Pennsyl- 
vania area did not live so well, did 
not have so good a "share of the neces- 
sities of life, as those elsewhere. One 
explanation, apparent at once, is the 
fact that in Pennsylvania an average 
of 5.2 persons lived on farms averag- 
ing only 77 acres each, whereas the 
average acreage for all the areas was 
122 and the number of persons to a 
family only 4.6. 


It is significant, however, that the 


annual consumption of food per per- 
son in Pennsylvania was, with the 
exception of Vermont, the lowest of 
all the areas studied, and that at the 
same time the percentage of the food 
supplied directly by the farm was also 
next to the lowest. 
The Pennsylva- 


nia farm supplied the family with 
only 51.4 per cent of its food while 
the general average of all the areas 
was 63 per cent, and in North Caro- 
lina it rose to 82.3 per cent. As a re- 
sult, although the North Carolina 
family spent in cash only $71.28 for 
food it actually had more to eat— 
$401.93—than the average Pennsyl- 
vania family which consumed a total 
of $392.01 and spent $201.69 in cash. 
The year's foo'd for each person in 
the North Carolina family was worth 
$89.32; in Pennsylvania, only $75.40. 


Although the Southern 
climate, 


which affords a long-growing season, 
is partly accountable for this differ- 
ence, the chief explanation lies in the 
fact that the North Carolina farms 
were remote from markets, that buy- 
ing and selling alike were difficult, 
and that in consequence the farmers 
were compelled to raise their own 


parative abundance of food to give 
their families. In Pennsylvania to a 
much greater extent the farmers sold 
what they had and bought what they 
needed. But to a great extent, also, 
they bought solely what was indis- 
pensable, and with them the result 
was that their families lived com- 
paratively hard. 


Fruits and vegetables are among 


the things that the farm family be- 
lieves can be dispensed with. Unless 
they are grown on the farm they are 
gone 
without. 
In 
Pennsylvania, 


therefore, 
vegetables 
formed, 
in 


money value, only 10 per cent, of the 
family's diet while in North Carolina 
they were 15.3 per cent, and in Geor- 
gia 17.2. The Pennsylvania families 
made up for the deficiency by the use 
of groceries, which formed 27.1 per 
cent, of their food supply and '97.8 
per cent, of which were bought. They 
also bought an unusual amount of 
meat, more in fact than any other 
area, and 40.2 per cent, of the entire 
quantity consumed. In North Caro- 
lina this percentage was only 6.3. 
On the other hand of those animal 
products with which the farm might 
have furnished them—poultry, milk 
and eggs—each person had very lit- 
tle—less poultry for example than in 
any other State except Vermont, less 
milk than anywhere save Georgia 
and Texas, both of which States had 
as a substitute great quantities of 
buttermilk. O.f eggs the average per- 
son in the Pennsylvania area had 18 


words, this labor has a cash value, 
and since it adds to the comfort of 
the family, mut be included in the 
revenue from the farm. 


The charge for rent must -be con- 


sidered in much the same way. The 
value of the farm house is usually 
included in the value of the land, and 
the whole regarded as the capital 
•which the farmer has invested in his 
business. If this is done, however, 
It is only fair to credit the farm with 
having furnished its occupants with 
shelter, which, as every city worker 
knows, has a high cash value. On 
the Pennsylvania farms included in 
the investigation, the average annual 
value of this shelter—in other words, 
the house rent—was estimated at 
$163 a year, a figure which included 
interest, depreciation and repairs. 


$45.90 worth of fuel was burned 


each year, 61 per cent, of which was 
bought. 
This is most unusual, for 


the average percentage is 35.9; in 
Georgia no fuel at all was bought and 
in Vermont only 4.5 per cent ,of a 
total consumption much greater than 
the Pennsylvania average. The aver- 
age Vermont family spent in money 
no more than $3.18 for fuel, the aver- 
age Pennsylvania family $28.00. This 
was practically all for coal, for of the 
$19.00 worth of wood which was 
burned almost all came from the 
farm. 
This lends point to the con- 


tention that the average farmer does 
not appreciate the real value of his 
woodlot. 
Not only does it furnish 


him directly in this way with what is 
the equivalent of a considerable sum, 
but, properly cared for, can be made 
to return a cash revenue which is not 
to be despised. 


This, however, is merely a minor 


illustration of the general truth, re- 
vealed anew by this investigation, 
that the cash crop which the average 
farmer considers as his source of In- 
come is not always the chief support 
of his family. Increasing home~pro- 
duction is an effective way of dimin- 
ishing cash outlay, and in many in- 
stances may serve the farmer's pur- 
pose- better than an attempt to in- 
crease cash receipts to meet increased 
expenses.

Interesting Notes Prom Our Corres- 


pondent at National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., January 12.— 


The activity of the agents of the De- 
partment of Justice, who nave been 
investigating the alleged plot to ob- 
tain American passports for German 
reservists, shows that at the first sus- 
picion of fraud in the issuance of 
American passports the government 
has adopted vigorous measures to end 
the abuse and punish the offenders. 
The information that an attache of 
the German embassy is seriously in- 
volved in the passport conspiracy 
gives rise to a situation which is re- 
garded as one of considerable displo- 
matic importance and very delicate 
for this government to handle. 


A test ease as to the right of Euro- 


pean belligerents to seize vessels
